They went jog, jog, jogging 
along the King’s highway in the 
legislature on Tuesday, confin- 
ing almost the entire afternoon 
and evening to discussions of 
the proposed act to license and 
regulate public vehicles on high- 
ways. Under this act very wide 
powers are given the govern- 
ment, and there was much con- 
cern expressed by opposition 
benches as to the reason for this 
and what action the government 
would take when they finally 
got the powers they asked for. 

The act gives the government 
power to give one or more per- 
fons exclusive rights to operate 
a public vehicle or a freight 
vehicle on aty public highway 
in the province, and to fix the 


fees to be charged by the bus 
operators. 
Tt was the word “exclusive” 


that led to the opposition attack, 
opened by A. A. McGillivray, 
Conservative leader, and before 
it was over almoet every oppo- 
sition speaker in the House was 
protesting 

Mr. McGillivray was alarmed, 
Mr, Chairman, and astounded, 
Sir, that this government, pur- 
porting to represent all the peo- 
ple in the province, Sir, should 
bring in legislation under which 
all the people would not be 
granted equal rights on the 


,roads for which they were pay- 


ing taxes. In no ulicertain voice, 
Mr. Chairman, and ‘with all the 
vehemence of which he was 
capable, must the leader of the 
Conservative party protest. By 
what right, Sir, and under what 
precess-of reasoning, Mr. Chair- 
nan, could this government take 
to itself the power to sry what 
persens shall use provincial 
reads for certain purposes to 
the exclusion of all others. In- 
iquitous, Sir, was a mild term to 
give to this cation, and the Con- 
servative leader must raise his 
voice to high heaven in protest,

In the government's annual esti- 
mates presented to the legislature 
the sessional allowance of the 
Speaker of the House, for the last 
few years fixed at $2,500, has been 
reduced to $1,500, this, of course, to 
be paid in-addition to the regular 
indemnity of $2,000 he receives as 
a member. The deputy speaker's 
special allowance of $750 remains 
unchanged. 

Another change !s noted in the 
special allowance for the leader of 
the opposition, which has in the past 
been paid to one man recognized as 
leader of the largest opposition 
group, this amounting to $2,500. 
This year the item is listed as “spe 
cial allowances for leaders of groups 
and parties,” and te fixed at $2,400 
By thie it {s assumed that Capt. J.
